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INTRODUCTION 


The coüntries of the world follow in alphabetical sequence. These 
countries have been taken from several sources and include necessary 
changes due to the recent reorganization of various political regions. À 
very thorough list of countries and islands, compiled by Gordon Nishida, 
has been incorporated along with the study of two new atlases. Place 
names in parentheses ( ) are cross-referenced to the countries to which . 
they belong or to the current name now in use. Still, it is difficult to 
determine exactly what should be treated as a separate country. If they 
belong to a “commonwealth” but function independently, we have given 
them country status. At the present writing, we have listed 209 countries 
by our definition. During the course of the preparation of this edition, we 
have written to each of these government bodies and as a result have 
added many previously unlisted collections, or we have determined that 
no collection exists in these countries, and have so indicated. It is diffi- 
cult to be certain if a "no-reply" means there is no collection, or simply 
that the letter was ignored. In the list that follows we have given the 
following: Zoogeographic Realm, the capital city of each (for possi- 
ble future correspondence), the population (to give an idea of the 
usefulness of a collection in that region) and the, the size in square 
miles (to compare with the population). When we did not know of an 
existing collection we sent the questionnaire to the "Minister of Informa- 
tion" with good results. Otherwise we have written directly to the cura- 
tors of known collections. i 

The zoogeographic Realm is given for each country, but of course, 
some include more than one Realm. Oceania is treated as a Realm. The 
older names "Ethiopian" and "Oriental" are changed to Afrotropical and 
Indomalayan respectively. 

Unique letter codens are used to abbreviate the name and address 
of each collection for use in scientific papers and monographs to cite col- 
lection data. Codens are sometimes called "acronyms" but this term is 
inappropriate because usually an acronym is an abbreviation that is 
pronounceable. Acronyms, of course, are sets of initials, and so are 
codens. We have chosen to use the term "coden," which is defined as a 
code classification assigned to documents and consists typically of four 
capital letters (see Webster, 3rd ed.). We used this system for the Co- 
leoptera collections (Arnett & Samuelson, 1969), and in the first edition 
of this work (Arnett, et al. 1986). These works have been widely cited in 
the literature and adopted by other directories and catalogs. We are 
asked why we insist on four letters: we don't; we have just followed the 
common useage for the sake of uniformity. We could use three, two, or 
even one letter, or going the other way, five, six, and so on. Almost 
everyone who has compiled a list of collection codes has used four let- 
ters. We think it is convenient. However, in all known cases, we have 
listed the three letter codens in the list and referred them to the four 
letter coden. We started that way, and it has been accepted by the major- 
ity of authors. That is satisfying. 
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This new edition. As the returns came in from the curators 
throughout the World, two changes became apparent. First, most collec- 
tions have undergone considerable expansion. Perhaps this is the result 
of increased interest in cataloging the Earth's biota. Second, the staff and 
support for these collections have been greatly reduced. In many cases 
this is a critical situation. If it were not for the help of "overtime" work 
by teaching staff, students, and "amateurs," collections might have 
decreased instead of increased. This "renewed" interest is exciting, but 
not new. Perhaps some of the many millions of dollars that are spent on 
hysteric shouting and sign carrying could be diverted to true scientific 
cataloging of the Earth's biota, this book would show even greater pro- 

ess. 

Obviously, many collections were omitted from the first edition due 
to our lack of knowledge about collections, and many curators had not 
return the completed questionnaires at the time we went to press. To 
compile the first edition, we mailed, in March of 1983, the original ques- 
tionnaire to all known museums. We used first class mail for mail to 
museum in U.S.A., Canada, and Mexico, and air mail to mail to the other 
countries. After a lapse of six months we mailed another questionnaire, 
also by first class or air mail, to all of those who did not respond to the 
original mailing. We also sent announcements to editors of many jour- 
nals. These were published, giving us worldwide circulation. All of this 
was expensive and time consuming, and accounts, in part, for the long 
delay in the publication of the 1986 directory. Although several large 
museums failed to respond even after repeated letters, we decided to go 
to press without their input. Apparently we didn't reach the right person 
at these institutions. Since then, after the first edition was published, 
most of the large museums returned the forms. We have learned by 
experience that addresses and telephone numbers change rapidly even 
though the collections do not move! We have also learned that question- 
naires are usually not welcomed and may be found deep in the pile of 
unanswered mail. Also, it is apparent that we have written to many 
places that do not have a collection of insects, or at least, only a few on 
display. Many of these institutions have not answered. We have removed 
several of these after carrying them for nearly a quarter of a century 
(1967 when we started, to 1992 when this edition was basically complet- 
ed). Other institutions, known to have collections, an d have not replied, 
are listed, this time, with editorial notations, all constructive. After four 
or more attempts, we must conclude that for some reason, these institu- 
tions do not see the value of this project. We are dealing with a science 
that depends heavily on voucher material. The search for this material is 
time consuming for any researcher. We believe our efforts are time 
saving for these scientists. 

All museums listed in the first edition were again contacted in June 
of 1992 for update and corrections. The results are included in this defi- 
nitive edition. We call this a definitive edition because were are treating 
all known public collections of insects and hope we have produced a 
lasting volume. In most cases private collections are merged into the 
public collection with which they are affiliated. This adds to the perma- 
nent nature of this edition. We hope that the usefulness of this kind of 
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directory will be apparent to those in other disciplines and that others 
will produce similar directories, using these codens, or adapting these to 
serve as a uniform system for all of systematic biology. 

A copy of our single questionnaire, useable by both public and 
private collections is included at the end of the book. Please copy this 
form and return to the publisher for possible supplements. 

PART I of this book is a list and description of the public collections 
known to us by the cut-off date of October 1, 1992. They are listed alpha- 
betically by country. In some cases the curator did not return the proof of 
their entry in the 1986 edition sent with the questionnaire. We assume 
that there was very little change, so we used the entry as reported in the 
1986 edition, and at the end of the entry, we inserted the date in brack- 
ets, i.e., [1986]. In all other cases we entered the date [1992], meaning 
the date we received the completed new questionnaire. In a very few 
cases in the U.S.A. we have never received information about a collection 
we know to exist, or we have only the information given in the 1969 
book. We have made a note of this, and have written for the fourth time 
to each of these. 

The designation "Director" means the curator or person in charge of 
the collection, not necessarily the director of the museum. This has given 
some concern. We have used "curator" wherever we have been asked to 
do so. 

We have, rarely, abstracted the information provided by the cura- 
tors, but usually we have included all information received, sometimes 
slightly edited for consistency. We continue to list most foreign collec- 
tions even though they have not returned the forms, but we do not assert 
that the addresses are correct and we are not always certain that the 
collection does include insects other than those on display. 

We have eliminated the separate section of private collections, but 
have included the description of these collections arranged alphabetically 
by the name of the owner, under the public collection with which they 
are affiliated. This list is far from complete and consists mainly of collec- 
tions in the USA and Canada. In almost every case the private collec- 
tions listed are registered with a public collection (see end of part I for 
those not registered). This registration procedure assures, in most cases, 
that the collection can be found even though the address of the owner 
changes or the collection is donated to a public institution. The private 
collection owner has selected the museum with which to register and has 
made arrangements for this with an appropriate curator. 

We encountered one problem when we published a description of the 
private collections of Coleoptera (1969) found in North America, started 
to revise and expand it for the first edition of this work. Over 5096 of the 
collections listed in the first volume, have been moved, donated, or their 
owners cannot be found, even though these collections contain voucher 
material and sometimes even primary types. In the current editiion of 
this directory this problem has been solved by requiring each private 
collection to be registered with a public collection. Data for this part have 
been compiled from forms that designate the collection registration. It 
should be made clear that.this designation does not mean that the collec- 
tion has been deposited in that museum, or that it will be in the future. 
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It does indicate, however, that if one is trying to locate a particular 
private collection, and mail is returned, one is able to contact a curator at 
the designated public collection for information on the current location of 
the private collection, although even this is not certain. We expect that 
this will help eliminate at least part of the previous problem. 

In no case have we omitted collections not registered. We hope that 
all collectors will register their collections in the future, thus enabling 
them to be found after eventual change, which will help assure the scien- 
tific value of the collection. As you will see many private collections 
previously listed in the Coleoptera list (1969) are now "missing" (indicat- 
ed by address unknown or ?). Please send us any information you have 
on their whereabouts. All codens listed in the earlier work are repeated 
here because many of them have been used in the Coleoptera literature. 

We must add a disclaimer. We cannot be held responsible either for 
the condition of the collections listed here or for any exchanges or loans 
negotiated with their owners. We do expect that the collections included 
are held by responsible individuals. 

Part II is an alphabetical list of 4-letter codens with name of 
collection or owner, country, state/province, city and name of the collec- 
tion. This cross-reference comprises the last part of this book. When a 
coden is used in the literature and the user wishes to find out what col- 
lection it refers to, use this section to find the collection in the text, de- 
tails about the collection, who to write to, and where to write, call, or fax. 

All known codens are given in this list. References to other published 
directories are cited at the end. 

The index to taxa and the index to personnel complete this book.

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THE USE OF THE INFORMATION 
CONTAINED IN THE DIRECTORY 


The main purposes of this compilation are to inform those doing 
systematic research of the availability of stored data in the form of 
specimens and associated information, and to help them arrange loans 
for the study of these specimens, or if loans cannot be arranged, to help 
them plan an itinerary of visits to collections. It is expected, of course, 
that those borrowing the material are responsible research scientists and 
that they will use these rules as guides for the proper treatment and use 
of specimens. 

In the text of this directory, we use the phrases: "material may be 
borrowed for study; usual loan rules apply." The following are believed to 
be generally accepted rules for this procedure. In some cases curators of 
some collections have their own special rules. In other listings, no men- 
tion of borrowing specimens is made. In each instance, however, 
individual arrangements must be made. The following rules are only 
guides. 


1. Specimens are shipped on loan to an established person whose 
interests in the proper handling of specimens has been demonstrated. 
Generally, specimens requested by students are sent to their major 
professors and the professors are responsible for their safe return. 
Shipment to the borrower is generally, but not always, at the expense of 
the shipper; material returned is sent at the expense of the borrower 
unless other arrangements have been made. 


2. In general, unidentified material is sent out on loan. If requested 
by species, part of a series of identified specimens may be lent. Only 
rarely is an entire collection sent. 


3. When special arrangements have been made, certain institutions 
will lend type specimens to established revisers. As a rule, primary types 
are not sent out to students. Part of a series of secondary types may be 
` lent. 


4. The sending of pin, vial, or slide data transcribed from the speci- 
mens should NOT be requested unless arrangements are made to pay for 
the labor involved. 


5. All identified borrowed material, even if incorrectly identified 
when borrowed, must be returned unless specific and detailed arrange- 
ments have been made for the exchange of specimens or the gift of the 


material. 


6. It is generally assumed that the primary type and at least half of 
the secondary type series of all new species will be returned to the collec- 
tion from which it is borrowed. In some cases, collections (particularly 
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small private collections) do not keep types. Then it is the duty of the 
borrower to make specific arrangements for the deposit of the types in a 
suitable collection. The lender usually is the one to designate the deposi- 
tory, but the specialist may suggest a suitable collection. Types should be 
deposited in a public collection. 


1. Part of the series of unidentified specimens sent on loan and 
identified by the specialist may be kept, but never without specific 
arrangements. However, usually up to one-half of the series may be kept. 
Single specimens from a locality are normally returned. Usually it is 
necessary to be certain that both sexes are represented from any single 
locality in the series of specimens to be returned. 


8. If dissections of the genitalia or other parts are to be made, 
advanced arrangements and permission must be obtained. At the same 
time, agreement should be reached as to the method to be used for stor- 
ing the dissected material. 


9. It is the custom for the borrower to add an identification label to 


all specimens he identifies, even if the material has been previously 
identified. 


10. Curators are advised that it is improper to hold back part 
of a series and to add identifications to the held-back specimens 
after the specialist returns the remainder of the series. It is not 
possible to assume that the series are all the same species. If the curator 
does not wish to lend all of the material of a group at one time (or as is 
usual, to hold back specimens from being retained by the identifier) the 
borrower should be notified of this and be given the opportunity to see 
the remainder of the series after the first part is returned. To do other- 
wise is unscientific and can easily lead to misidentification of specimens. 


11. Labels rarely should be permanently removed from specimens. 
New pin labeis are added at the bottom. Previous identification labels 


may be folded (if the paper will allow) and the new label added so it may 
be seen readily from above. 


12. The borrower should keep a record of all borrowed specimens 
studied, indicating locality, number of specimens of each sex (where such 
may be readily determined), the collector's name, the date collected, and 
the name of the collection where the specimens of each species are depos- 


ited. Often photocopies of these data are returned with the borrowed 
material. 


Though listed here, the user of this directory should not presume 
that permission has been granted by any institution or collection for the 
use of any specimens or any facilities described in these entries. Ad- 
vanced arrangements with the curators of each institution or individual 
collector should be made on a personal basis. 


USE OF INFORMATION + 7 


When requesting the loan of specimens, be specific. Explain the 
nature of the research project, the exact group involved, to species if 
necessary, and the exact geographical areas to be covered. In families 
where the taxa may be difficult to recognize and sort, and specimens are 
abundant, the researcher should offer to visit the institution and sort the 
material to be borrowed. If this is not immediately possible, suggest that 
portions of the unidentified material be sent for sorting and immediate 
return. It is not uncommon for the borrower to send sketches and guides 
for the recognition of the taxa as a help to the curator in the sorting of 
the material. The desired length of time requested for the loan should be 
given as accurately as possible. If the deadlines for the return of material 
cannot be met, the lender should be informed and a loan extension 
requested. 

Visits to collections are always arranged in advance with a request 
for work space and to reach an understanding as to what facilities will be 
available. In many places microscopes are available, but if possible, the 
researcher should take a microscope and "tool kit" containing those items 
needed to make dissections, mounting materials, and labels. Notes, 
record books, even literature, and other necessary materials should not 
be forgotten. 
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RULES FOR SUBMITTING SPECIMENS 
FOR IDENTIFICATION 


Collectors and curators may not wait for a specialist to request 
material for study. Instead they often write to systematists and ask them 
to identify specimens. As with borrowing specimens, certain rules should 
be followed. The following are suggested procedures for this purpose. 


1. Do not assume that specialists desire more specimens for their 
own sake; usually they are interested only in establishing new records or 
in additional species. The specialists are doing you a favor by spending 
valuable time to make identifications. At consultant wages, this could be 
expensive. Therefore, a request for identification is equivalent to asking 
for a substantial donation of time either from the individuals involved, or 
from their employing institution. 


2. Never ship specimens for identification without making prior, 
detailed arrangements with the specialist, including: 
a. return shipping costs 
b. time that specimens are to be returned 
c. specimens to be retained as identification fee 
d. disposition of type specimens, if any. 


3. All specimens submitted for identification must be: 
a. properly prepared and preserved 
b. provided with exact locality data 
c. sorted to group. 


4. Never send bulk collections or unsorted collections with a request 
that the material be picked over to find things of interest. 


5. Remember that a refusal to make identifications of large masses 
of material does not necessarily indicate a lack of interest, but sometimes 
just a lack of time or facilities. 


6. Under certain circumstances, a specialist may request a fee for 
providing an identification. This practice has become nearly universal for 
court cases, commercial activities such as pest control operations, or 
environmental impact studies. Make sure that both you and the special- 
ist agree on a fee, if any, before the identifications are made.

Over 9,000 types so far 
have been recognized in the collection but there are many yet to be 
discovered. The collection was started in Great Britain before 1800 by 
Alexander Macleay (1767-1848). He purchased and traded specimens 
with significant entomologists of the day. For instance, he purchased all 
of the non-British material from the Donovan collection, and a selection 
of material from Sir Ashton Lever's collection. These and other collec- 
tions contain much type material. When he came to Australia as Colonial 
Secretary in 1826, he brought the finest and most extensive collection in 
the hands of a private individual at the time. His son, William Sharp 
Macleay, brought a large collection of Cuban and North American insects 
(including some from the Thomas Say collection) when he came to Aus- 
tralia in 1839. When William Sharp died in 1865, the collection was 
passed on to his nephew, Sir William John Macleay. He enlarged the 
collection greatly and presented it to the University of Sydney in 1888. 
George Masters was curator of the collection from 1872 to 1912. Unfor- 
tunately he relabelled many of the old insects, destroying the original 
labels. Thus it is difficult, if not impossible in some cases, to determine 
type material. The collection was neglected from his time to the early 
1960's, hence it has suffered extensive damage. The collection is now 
housed in air-conditioned quarters and a full-time entomologist is curat- 
ing it. The collection is stored in more than 1,400 drawers in wooden 
cabinets (some of them are Chippendale cabinets built in the 1780’s), 
including 45 new 14 drawer cabinets. The insects are slowly being sorted 
and transferred to new wooden 14 drawer cabinets, using the unit tray 
system. The collection is almost totally unsorted but is accessible for 
searching. It is particularly strong in Coleoptera (especially Buprestidae,

The Centre for Land and Biological Resources Research (CLBRR) 
Biological Research Division (BRD) of Agriculture Canada maintains and 
develops the Canadian National Collection of Insects and Arachnids, the 
largest of its kind in Canada. It provides government departments and 
the Canadian public with a unique centre of systematic expertise, con- 
ducting research on all aspects of the biosystematics of organisms of 
importance to Canadians and providing a National Identification Service 
used by clients throughout Canada. The collection and research facilities 
are housed at the Central Experimental Farm of Agriculture Canada in 

wa. 

The collection of insects and arachnids currently contains approx- 
imately 10.5 million specimens of which 8.3 million are prepared, la- 
belled, identified, and available for study. Remaining specimens are 
stored in envelopes or alcohol and are curated as studies on a particular 
group are completed. 

The CNCI is the major repository for type material of insects and 
arachnids in Canada with many primary types represented in the collec- 
tion. À published list of Coleoptera types is available, and type data for 
- the whole collection are currently being prepared for input into a compu- 
terized system. In addition, type books, containing data on all types in 
the CNCI, can be consulted. The collection is also the primary repository 
for specimens of value, e.g., voucher specimens, which should be pre- 
served. 

The CNCI holdings are primarily Nearctic with especially good 
representation from Canada, Arctic Canada, and areas of the U.S.A. 
adjacent to Canada. Holdings of South American and Old World material 
are extensive in some groups and collections in groups on which staff 
Scientists are conducting broad taxonomic studies have and are being 
developed on a hemispherical or worldwide basis. 

In addition to providing the research material for staff scientists and 
research associates, the collection is used by hundreds of Canadian and 
foreign scientists each year, both visiting the CNCI and requesting 
specimens on loan. Students from many universities studying taxonomic 
problems work at the CNCI during the year. The CanaColl Foundation, 
an independent non-profit organization, promotes taxonomic research on 
the CNCI by granting funds to visiting specialists for research on poorly 
known segments of the collection. The collections are excellent for re- 
search purposes because of holdings of well documented material in long 
series, and collected by specialized methods. 

The Diptera Unit is staffed by 6 research scientists, 5 technicians 
and an artist. The collection consists of 1.8 million pinned specimens 
housed in 5,300 drawers, 40,000 slides of Chironomidae and Ceratopogo- 
nidae and 40,000 vials of adult and larval Chironomidae, Ceratopogoni- 
dae, and Simuliidae. In addition to the major Nearctic holdings, Diptera 
from other regions, primarily European and Neotropical are well repre- 
sented. 

The Coleoptera Unit is'staffed by 5 research scientists, 4 technicians, 
and an artist. The collection, with 1.6 million specimens housed in 5,300 
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drawers and 800,000 specimens in alcohol awaiting preparation, is the 
second largest in North America. The collection of larval Coleoptera 
contains about 60,000 specimens, and is housed in vials. Holdings from 
the Nearctic, particularly the Arctic, are especially strong. Scolytidae, 
Elateridae, and Alleculidae are well represented worldwide and Staphy- 
linidae are well represented from Neotropical and Palaearctic regions. 

The Hymenoptera Unit is staffed by 6 research scientists and 5 
technicians. The collection consists of 1,606,000 curated specimens in 
9650 drawers; 508,000 specimens of various groups are stored in alcohol 
and a large number of Neotropical Ichneumonidae are stored dry in 
envelopes. The core of the collection is Nearctic, however, other regions, 
particularly the Neotropical, are also represented. The Ichneumonidae 
collection is the largest in the New World with over 500,000 specimens. 
The Proctotrupoidea collection, with 120,000 specimens, is the world's 
largest with almost all genera represented from all geographical regions. 

The Lepidoptera-Trichoptera Unit is staffed by 6 research scientists 
and 4 technicians. The collection consists of 1,275,000 prepared Lepidop- 
tera housed in 10,000 drawers and on 60,000 slides and 150,000 Trichop- 
tera specimens in 625 drawers. In addition, 134,000 adult Lepidoptera 
await preparation in envelopes and 75,000 larvae are stored in vials and 
there are 250 vials of adult and larval Trichoptera.

The collection is the second largest in the world, with about 30 
million specimens. Type material is represented by about 100,000 prim- 
ary types and by thousands of secondary types. Worldwide in scope, the 
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collections are the largest in coverage of the Nearctic and Neotropical 
Regions. Outside of these geographical areas, the Department and asso- 
ciates have large study collections from other areas, especially Sri Lanka, 
the Philippines, Micronesia, and Egypt. The Coleoptera collection is 
worldwide, both adults and immatures, exceeding 7 million specimens. 

It is the largest beetle collection in the Western Hemisphere. Nearly 
20,000 types reside in the collection. The Lepidoptera collection contains 
the most complete representation of both larvae and adults in the West- 
ern Hemisphere and is second only to that of the British Museum in its 
total coverage. The total number of Lepidoptera is estimated to be nearly 
4 million specimens. The Hemiptera and Homoptera collection occupies 
about 4,000 drawers and contains over 7,000 holotypes. More than 
200,000 slides are included in the collection. The Hymenoptera collection 
comprises about 1596 of the total collection and it is rich in material of 
aculeates and entomophagous parasites from most parts of the world.

The collection has been estimated to 
rank among the top two university maintained collections in North 
America and among the largest seven collections of all types. The Com- 
stock Memorial Library of Entomology, one of the most outstanding 
entomological literary collections in the Western Hemisphere, combines 
with the insect collection to support systematic research in the Depart- 
ment.

It contains about 
105,000 pinned specimens, 2,000 slides of mites, 500 slides of aphids and 
thrips, and 1,500 slides of scale insects and mealybugs, all identified to 
species. The pinned specimens are housed in 825 drawers in 33 cabinets.

The approximate 
number of identified specimens of the well represented orders include 
43,000 Coleoptera, 15,000 Diptera, 15,000 Hemiptera, 10,000 Hymenop- 
tera, 10,000 Lepidoptera, 3,000 Homoptera, 900 Orthoptera, and 800 
Odonata. The Acarina collection is strongest in Tetranychidae and 
Phytoseiidae, and it contains representatives of 43 families, 98 genera, 
and about 125 species. The collection of immature stages is represented 
mainly by Coleoptera, Diptera, Hemiptera, Hymenoptera, and Lepidop- 
tera. In addition to the material described here, 745 pinned specimens of 
exotic Lepidoptera and 500 of exotic Coleoptera are present. A few of the 
groups well represented in the collection include the Chrysomelidae and 
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Cerambycidae (Coleoptera), Ichneumonidae (Hymenoptera), Noctuidae

The 
collection mainly includes arthropods from Pennsylvania and other 
northeastern states and contains many species found on ornamental 
plants. The Acarina collection is especially strong in mites associated 
with conifers in Pennsylvania. Other material includes the collections of

ornamental plants and on detection of insects new to Pennsylvania and 
the northeastern U.S.A. has been responsible for the growth of the collec- 
tion in recent years.

from the American tropics) and the Samuel H. Seudder-A. P. Morse col- 
lection is deposited here. The Hebard collection by itself consists of about 
250,000 specimens with 1,389 holotypes and 2,000 paratypes. Altogether, 
the Orthoptera collection contains close to 3,000 primary types. There 
are substantial holdings in non-orthopterous groups also. The collection 
of Cresson (Hymenoptera, Diptera), Fox, Norton, Pate, Viereck, Bassett, 
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Cockerell, and Blake (Hymenoptera), Braun (Microlepidoptera), Darling- 
ton, Clemens, and Grote (Lepidoptera), Poey (Cuban fauna), Stone 
(northeastern U.S.A. insects), and Calvert (Odonata) are some of the 
more notable components of the collection.

There is, in addition, a 
good collection of Neotropical aquatics. The non-insect arthropods also 
represent an important collection. There are large holdings, including 
many the Araneae, Diplopoda, Chilopoda, Scorpionida, and Solpugida. 
The spider collection, which includes the Dietz collection, consists of 
about 50 primary types and 3,750 vials of mostly North American mate- 
rial.

INSECT AND SPIDER COLLECTIONS OF THE WORLD 


The purpose of this directory is to provide a standard, world- 
wide, list of collections of insects and spiders useful for the loca- 
tion of specimens and, with the assigned codens, a uniform way to 
cite the location of specimens in publications treating the species 
stored in these collections. 


Each collection is described by giving the size of the collection, 
either by citing the number of drawers, boxes, slides, and vials, or 
by the number of specimens they contain. The names of the 
curators are listed, along with notes on special collections, the 
regions covered, and similar data. Each collection is assigned a 
coden (composed of four letters) unique to that collection. This 
coden is, of necessity, four letters in order for enough unique 
codens to be available for the number of collections now known to 
occur throughout the world. If some of the previously used three- 
letter codens are continued, large blocks of letters become una- 
vailable for the existing collections. Four letter codens provide 
enough possible combinations to add new collections as needed. 
The present list of codens has been adopted by several publica- 
tions, particularly those used by coleopterists. The compilers hope 
that this list will continue to be the "standard." 


Recognizing as we do, that many public, and especially, pri- 
vate collections have been omitted, either because we do not know 
of their existence, or because we did not reach the proper curator, 
we ask our readers' help in getting the following form to the 
proper people for completion and filing in our computer data base 
for use in revised editions of the work. Meanwhile, we are con- 
tinuing our attempts to reach the proper person and to complete 
(or delete, as the case may be), those collections listed here that 
have not responded. Curators of collections listed are invited to 
resubmit the form or photocopies of updated listings. 


Please note that two now only one form is used, both for 
"publie" collections, i.e., those collections owned and maintained 
by organizations instead of individuals, and those for the "pri- 
vate" owners of collections, generally, individuals, as opposed to 
museums, foundations, government institutions, and other 
groups that are expected to outlive individuals. 
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We do not wish to include any private collection not regis- 
tered with a public collection. The reason for this is apparent 
when you see the number of private collections that have been 
lost even though listed in previous literature. The data reported 
can no longer be confirmed and the vouchered specimens repre- 
sented are lost. However, we have not excluded unregistered 
collections, but ask that you seriously consider doing this simple 
procedure, as explained below. 


Registering private collections: Several museums(have 
offered to register private collections which we include in this 
directory. To register, private collectors must contacts a curator 
at a public collection, submit a copy of the form describing the 
collection, and asked to have the collection can be registered. 
When accepted, the original copy is submitted to us for recording. 
This registration does not imply or require the donation of the 
collection to the registering institution now or in the future. It is 
only an agreement to keep track of the collection, record move- 
ments of the material, other changes, and final disposition 
through sale, donation, abandonment, or destruction. Thus 
vouchered specimens may be found even after the collection 
owner no longer has them.
